LATIN TBANSLATOPS OP THE AlUBiC WORKS 

Here is sot forth an alphabetical list of tlie Lctiu Trans¬ 
lators of the MWtUo Ages who rcuclctcd into Latin, of varying 
degrees of accuracy, tlio medical and philosophical works of 
the Arabians. After each name will be found a bnef note of 
the works tranalatcd- The inforraation contained in this section, 
together with the vastly aupciior number of Arabic MSS. 
described in Chapter II of this work undeniably iXlustrab« 
the fact tliat what was knoam as A^tinan MtUcinc, or to be 
more precise, " Sarracenic studies'* during the Middle Ages, 
woe but a poor shadow of the Hellenism of the Mahomedans. 

The other significant points that have a bearing on tlie purpose 
underlying the publication of this book, are that the Latin M8S. 
of the Greek medical works ore later than the Arabic, and that 
the Latin renderings from the Arabic ate executed with leas 
skill and knowledge than from the Greek (or Syriac) into Arabic. 
In addition, the bulk of the mediaeval Latin translations are 
older than the extant Greek texts (which are mostly of the fifteenth 
century).

John of Capua (d. 1102 or 1177) translated the Regimen (?) and 
the De causis accideniiwn a^)jhircn/{u»» domino el nuu/nijieo 
soldcro, of Maimonldos from the Hebrew into Latin. 
Though not of direct interest to us, but of value in the study 
of the history of folk-lore in Europe, it may bo mentioned 
here that John of Capua translated the Kilda and Dimna 
of Bidpai. He Is the John of Campania who trans¬ 
lated the Tlieisir of Avoozoor (MS. Par. 0948}. 

Johannes Hispalensia (Avendeath or John of Toledo). His 
translations were chiefly of Arabic works on astronomy and 
astrology rather than on philosophy. He tranalatcd the 
pseudo-Aristotelian work EpUiola dc oojwrvatione corporis 
humans, i.e. aecrelum seoretonm, from tlio Arabic of Ja’hja 
ibn al*Batrik. He also translated into Latin Avlcenna*8 
Sufficientia (Arab. SeJutfa), De aniTna VI luUuralium, Mela- 
phyeica, or Phiiosophia prima, sive scietUia divina (MS. Par. 
6443), Z>e oalo a mundo. His other Latin translations 
include Kosta ibn La]£&'eDifferenliainleranimam el spirUtm, 
al-Parabi's De scienliis, sitv lib. Oundiealvt de divistone 
pbilosopMa, Avicebron’s (Gabirol) Feme viles, al-Gazaali’s 
three books on logic, metaphysics, and physic, al-Kindi’s 
De inlelieau (el inleUeelo), Thabit ibn Hurra’s De imaffiniiw 
astronoffiicu.

AN INVESTIGATION OF THE DATE AND AUTHOESHEP 
OF TIIK LATIN VEKSIONS OF THE WORKS OF GALEN 

In tlio onfiuing I propose rocomtnictmg the Oftlenic 
Library os it known in tho Middle Agcti. 

All the known workp of Galea that were traoalated into 
l&tin will bo placed under their respective titl<e> and the dates 
wiU be ehown as for oe the material at out disposal permits. 
While it is intended to keep in mind the I^tin versons os the 
principal purpose of my research* the Greek, S 3 >tiaCj Ar&bic> and 
Hebrew texts will bo referred to in so far as they have s direct 
bearing on this attempt to place before the reader the Galenic 
works as understood by the Mediaeval Scholastics. 

The principal interest of this catalogue of the G^enic library 
lies in the fact that it gives us a redeoted picture of the great 
thought movements of the intellectual Middle Ages, at a time 
when the transition from the mediaeval to the znodern world 
took place, with all it meant to mankind from the viewpoint of 
its spiritual activity with speoial leferencs to the revival of 
classical arts and letters. 

It is much to be regretted that while Aristotle and other 
' giants ’ of claesical times have been, and are, studied with great 
assuetads, Galea and the medical pbilosopbere have been 
abandoned to a mere handful of research workeie who are 
scattered from Leipsig and Vienna on the one side, to Waahingtou 
on the other. 

An investigation of the individual manusciipts may yet reveal 
an aspect of the classics and mediaeval thought that np to the 
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present is liiddeu from tis, end for this reason alone tlic writer 
felt suf&nently eotliueiastio to compile the data here given. 

Tho arrangement of the appendix will be as foUowK. The title 
of the work, together with its name in Greek, whoto such exist, 
will he foUowed by a note on all the mamuicriptB that are known; 
then will follow a list of the l^tin ht8S. and translutionK, with 
notes on sacli.
